does not include any reference numbers to any of the elements of the device such as 
coils, ultrasound attachment, elements as the parts of the adjustment mechanism and 
how it works relative to the cap and coils, etc. Further any copies of the references 
listed on pages 3-4 of the specification should be submitted on an IDS for proper 
consideration. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 16, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it 
is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Similarly in claim 29, language reciting "as well as emotional and cognitive instabilities" 
are indefinite in that it is unclear what is included or excluded from such a limitation. It 
is unclear what the metes and bounds of "emotional and cognitive instabilities" are and 
what exactly is included by such language. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kislev is cited to further show the state of the art of using both 
electromagnetic radiation and ultrasound pulses for treating the brain of a person.
